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| Athletes: Are They Privileged?

Remember the picture of 
the typical college athlete? 

He was big and dumb, 
never attended class, was 
allowed passing grades and 
had trouble spelling his last 
name. This image is fading 
from the college level. 

Royal Marten, sociology pro- 
fessor, stated “I didn’t even know 
some of my students were ath- 
letes. They acted like normal col- 
lege students and got, on an av- 
erage, very good grades.” 

In order to be eligible for 
sports an athlete must maintain 
a 1.75 grade point average for at 


least 10%. units. Studies show 
that during the season of his 
sport an athlete will actually get 
higher grades. 

‘During the football season 
there was a grade check on each 
player every two weeks,” said 
Russ Chesley, Don _ backfield 
coach last fall. 

Chesley pointed out that if an 
athlete didn’t pass 10% units he 
would be ineligible for two 
weeks. At the end of the two 
week period he could resume 
playing if he made up his grade 
point average. 

Many students have the mis- 
conception that a coach can get 
the grades for his players. They 
can ask instructors to give the 
player tutoring, but nothing 


Athletes who miss classes do 
not get special privileges. When 
an athlete is absent from class 
because of a game, he is allowed 
to make up the work just like 
any other student participating 
in a school function.

All but. two of the students 
strongly objected to those who 
came barefoot to classes. 


Student Council should not 
have the right to regulate cloth- 
ing apparel, according to four 
students interviewed.

Critics of the college athlete 
proudly point out that few grad- 
uate from the school. However, 
some considerations should be 
made before passing judgement. 


The majority of athletes go on 
to four-year colleges with the aid 
of an athletic scholarship. Foot- 
ball players usually leave SAC 
at the conclusion of the third or 
fourth semesters in order to par- 
ticipate’ in spring practice at the 
big colleges. 


Track, basketball, swimming 
and baseball players usually 
leave after they have used up 
their eligibility. To graduate, a 
student must average around 
15% units per semester. Sports 
take away from this average per 
semester. 


Reason For Life, 
Van Gogh’s Lust

Vincent Van Gohg had not so 
much a lust for life, as a need, a 
reason for living. 

This was the message received 
by the audience at last Friday’s 
screening of the absorbing ‘Lust 
For Life’ biographical film in 
Phillips Hall. 

Plagued with self-doubt and 
having a chain of failures. trail- 
ing him, Van Gogh, portrayed by 
Kirk Douglas, plunges into the 
world of painting after he real- 
izes that delivering the word of 
God was not the way to find him- 
self, 

During the course. of the film, 
a glimpse of the life of Paul 
Gauguin, played by Anthony 
Quinn, is seen. One is also able to 
observe the loyalty of Van Gogh’s 
brother, Theo, which is both 
touching and heartening. 

Van Gogh relates to Theo that 
he has always had a desire to 
draw things which moved him. 
Wanting to be of use, Vincent 
says to Theo “painting may be 
the way.” It doesn’t materialize. 

With a fervor and zest ap- 
proaching the fanatical, Van 


Gogh begins to paint, knowing . 


little about the art. He has an 
intense compulsion to extract the 
emotion from things he paints 
and transmits it to the viewer. 
Although the film may sound 
morose, it brought occasional 
bursts of mirth from the aud- 
iencée. Like the time Van Gogh 
awoke his brother from his mid- 
night slumber and showed him a 
just finished painting. Or like 
the time he painted into the 
night, having candles attached to 
his hat as his source of light.

Of notable excellence was the 
film’s attempt to have Douglas 
situated in scenes which Van 
Gogh actually painted. More 
than 200 of the artists works 
were displayed. 

Van Gogh sees beauty and love 
in the world. But he receives little 
of either. He suffers from men- 
tal illness, and the strain and 
emotion under which he works 
proves to be fatal. 

After having attacks of de- 
mentia, Wan Gogh commits him- 
self to an asylum. Seemingly re- 
covered, he leaves and lives with 
a doctor, who does little for him. 

Vincent begins to paint again. 
One day when out in the fields 
of gold, painting the scenery, he 
stops and scribbles on a piece of 
paper: “ ... I see no way.” 
He then kills himself. 

Douglas won the New York 
Film Critics award for his por- 
trayal of Van Gogh. Quinn won 
the Supporting Actor Oscar for 
his part as Gauguin.

The Owls have been beat- 
en by SAC and Fullerton. A week 
ago the Dons handed Fullerton 
its only dual meet setback of the 
season, 76-68. 

Fullerton won the 440 relay 
and had Dean Morgan win the 
220 — in the same time that 
Santa Ana recorded. In the 330 
intermediate hurdles SAC had 
Louis Munoz disqualified and in 
the pole vault Mike Lindsay had 
to retire at 13-6 (good for a 
third) after bruising his arm in 
breaking his second pole of the 
meet. 

Highlighting the meet from an 
individual standpoint was the 
performance of SAC distance 
star Bob Delaney. Delaney after 
winning his usual mile came back 
with a fantastic victory in a race 
he usually does not run, the 880. 
Delaney’s winning time of 1:52.9 
challenged the best effort of the 
Dons potential State half mile 
champion, Gil Rangel, who had 


to miss the meet because of a 
foot injury. Delaney then closed 
out his day’s efforts by finishing 
second to teammate George 
Aguirre in the two-mile run. 

In today’s meet Mt. SAC fig- 
ures to give Santa Ana most of 
its competition. The Mounties 
whipped San Bernardino 82-62, 
while Grossmont was _ being 
swamped by Citrus — 107 and 
Riverside — 33 to 15 for the 
Griffins.
